A Youngstown man has been 
sentenced to from 37 to 100 
years in the Ohio State Refor- 
matory at Mansfield, after 
being found guilty of raping a 
22-year-old Columbus woman 
who ‘had invited him into her 
Northside apartment to sharea 
marijuana cigarette. 

Roderick Anthony Suttles, 
21, who was temporarily stay- 
ing with his mother on Oct. 2, 
1983, gave a Youngstown 
address when he was arrested, 
according to the prosecution. 

Suttles was convicted of 
attempted murder, two counts 
of rape, kidnapping and aggra- 
vated robbery after a Franklin 
County jury of seven women 
and five men deliberated less 
than two hours March 29, 
according to Assistant Pro- 
secutor Jeffrey Allen. 


“Obviously he is a very dan- 
gerous person,” Allen said.

Seatbelts for all or none 


Ohio has joined the ‘national debate over mandatory 
seatbelts. a debate fostered by automobile companies, Who 
must convince enough states to pass such laws or. be 
forced to install airbags as passive safety devices in 
automobiles. 

Somehow the process seems unfair to motorists since 
they face the same circumstances that bus passengersand 
truck drivers face but are singled out for seatbelts. 

Then there is the fixation about the cost of installing 
airbags versus the cost of seatbelts. 

There are additional factors beside cost. What about the 
mental anguish of being forced to be strapped to acar seat 
by a piece of canvass, particularly when it has been demon- 
strated that seatbelts, and shoulder harnesses are less 
effective than airbags in preventing head and chest injuries 
in high speed, head-on collisions. 

It is unnatural to be confined unnecessarily. It's true, 
seatbelts do add an increased measure of safety in some 
instances but they also hold the potential for abuse. 

Law enforcement officers could stop an auto for almost 
any reason and give a motorist a ticket for failing to buckle 
up. That problem would be solved if the manufacturers 
could be required to design and install seatbelts and har- 
nesses that operated automatically. 

Seatbelt legislation is also selective. Automobiles are 
singled out but drivers and passengers of school and tran- 
sit buses and trucks are at risk just like the drivers and 
passengers in automobiles. In-urban areas there are nearly 
as many bus passengers each day as there are motorists. 

The legisiature must realize there must be concern for 
Ohio’s motorists as well as the automotive manufacturers. 

In the event of a high speed auto crash very little can help 
the driver rf who exercised the option of not buckling up-tn “in a 
similar instance the airbag could save a life. 


A lottery for the Dome 


There are compelling reasons, most of them economic, 
for constructing a domed stadium in Cleveland. While there 
is much public support for building a dome, there is very 
little agreement on how to-raise the $50,000,000 in. public 
monies, which would make the dome an economically via- 
ble project. 


The public overwhelmingly rejects taxes on property, — 


income or sales as the means of raising the public sector 
share of the venture. Much of the public supports use taxes 
such as levies on tobacco and alcohol products. 

We favor a special lottery, which would grant one dollar 
for every two dollars raised by an area-wide developmental 
corporation, in any community in Ohi hich proposes 
the construction of a domed stadium. pee : 

Such. a. proposal would allow any Ohio Community, 
including Columbus, which is.also planning a dome, to 
apply for the matching funds. 

There is the distinct advantage of having only those wil- 
ling to participate putting their money onthedome. ,

Black judicial candidate Don 
Conley noted that Hawkins 
had been responsible for get- 
ting him his first job, as a sani- 
tation worker during the Sen- 
senbrenner administration. 

Deputy chief of police James 
Jackson said that Hawkins was 
the first Black he had ever seen 
who achieved officer status 
during World War II. 

The unsolicited testimonials 
reflected their appreciation for 
aman who later said his motto 
was “work, work, work, and 
don’t forget the ones that car- 
ried you across the bridge.”

Democrats on the Franklin 
County Board of Elections are 
pushing to have former Frank- 
lin County Commissioner's 
assistant Cathy Copeland 
named executive director of 
the elections panel. 

However, they are facing 
opposition from Republican 
member Terry Casey, who 
rates Copeland.a “zero” in 
administrative experience and 
elections knowledge. 

The vacancy.in the director's 
chair occurred yecause of the 
appointment of Don Spicer as 
Chairman of the Franklin 
County Democratic Party. 
Spicer, who by virtue of his 
position is now a member of 


the elections board, is pushing — 


for the Copeland appointment. 

Copeland's appointment 
would make her the third Black 
to head a county Board of Elec- 
tions. Mary Yates is currently 


.serving in the post in Cuya- 


hoga County, replacing cur- 
rent Cuyahoga County Com- 
missioner Virgil Brown. 

Casey argued that, while 
Copeland is “a good person; in 
terms of the experience we fee! 
is needed, bott in administra- 
tion and experience, she had a 
zero in both categories.” 
According to Casey, “elections 


., are a pretty complicated busi- 


ness, and it's too important to 
hire someone off the street.” 
However, Marvin Jones, 
executive director of the Frank- 
lin County Democratic party, 
disputes Casey's evaluation of 
her experience and back- 


.ground, arguing that “if you 


look at (Copeland's) back- 
ground, it will speak for itself. 
Copeland has a Master's 
Degree in Public Administra- 
tion, and ‘has served as ‘chief 
assistant to the Franklin 
County Commissioners. 

She is currently an assistant 
coordinator in the Office of Lit- 
ter Control. | é 

Casey avoided the question 
of whether there was a Black 
candidate he would support for 
the director's post, saying that 
“the color of skin and sex 


doesn't matter.’ However, 
when asked if he would have 
‘supported NAACP President 
James Evans for the post, 
Casey was equivocal. 
Although he felt Evans was 
more qualified as a candidate 
than Cathy Copeland, Casey 
would not say that he would 
have supported Evans for the 
post. Evans was a Deputy 
Director in the Secretary of 
State's office, and possessed 
the administrative and elec- 
tions experience that Casey

Rinehart retreats 


on center proposal

Mayor Dana “Buck” Rinehart 
nas backed off a ‘to 


“proposat 
place a full-service neighbor- 
hood action center-at the now- 
closed MarylandPark Elemen- 
tary School. The plan had been 
blasted by Columbus~™City 
Council President Jerry Ham- 
mond as being in direct viola- 
tion of city council's expressed 
spending priorities. 

According-to. Hammond,.a 
compromise reached between 
himself and Rinehart will allow 
the center to open, but only as 
the site of one relocation spe- 
cialist for |-670 and storage for 
the city’s weatherization 
program. 

Before the dispute was 
resolved, Rinehart had 
attacked Hammond for show- 
ing a “spirit of meanness” in 
criticizing the mayor's 
proposal. 

Hammond said he had “no 
problem with the action center 
concept. However, | don’t think 
it's necessary when we can 
take advantage of existing 
spaces.” Hammond noted that 
the local Community action 
agency, CMACAQ, has neigh- 
borhoog outreach centers in 
which.city staff could be 
placed. 

Hammond was also con- 
cerned that there was “abso- 
lutely” an effort to aggravate 


disputes between himself and 
the mayor by the daily news- 
“papers in Cotumbus.~ 

“The press, particularly the 
daily press, will keep as much 
controversy going in an effort 
to make council appear com- 
bative and constructive,” 
Hammond said. 

Hammond stated that he 
believed that, “overall, council 
has been pretty supportive” of 
the mayor's programs. “!_defy 
anybody to name a major issue 
on which the council did not 
support the mayor. Is council 
supposed to agree with the 
mayor on every issue? | think 
not. Then you wouldn't need a 
council.” 

Hammond also attacked the 
local press for their inconsis- 
tency in handling the most 
recent dispute between him- 
self and Rinehart. “When | 
mentioned the legislative 
research office,” Hammond 
argued, “! was literally beaten 
up by the papers because it 
was supposedly a duplication 
of services. But there has been 
not one editorial on the issue of 
duplication of services with 
regard to the neighborhood 
action centers.” . 

Hammond believes that this 
controversy is part of an “all- 
out Republican effort" to go 
after Ben Espy and Cindy Cec- 
il’s city council seats.
